to return to Oakland. Her mother then 
swore to a charge of petit larceny 
against her daughter, alleging that the 
young girl had taken a silver watch 
which did not belong to her when she 
left home.

It Is, Indeed, quite providential that 
the ancient establishment possessed 
the serviceable hay loft, as it serves 
admirably for the storing of publica- 
tions and books, as well as specimens 
ana microscopical slides which should 
be accessable at all times for reference 
and 
demonstration. 
Much valuable 
material, which would form an excel- 
lent museum for exhibition and study, 
finds no place in this shed, but fills a 
large space in the overcrowded base- 
ment of the Agricultural building. 


It Is through the courtesy of the 
animal industry department that stu- 
dents in veterinary science can obtain 
an occasional view of a mounted horse 
skeleton. It Is perhaps fortunate that 
the department of veterinary science 
possesses no horse skeleton, as Its attic 
is not sufficiently commodious to store 
it. 
The bones of the horse at least 


deserve an honored place within the 
walls of the structure which was built 
for it. The box office which Dr. Har- 
rlng occupies should prove an adopt- 
abje sarcophagus.M. B. MITZMAIN.

stitution, which possesses a far greater degree of sanctity than a 
mere statute. 
The^ action of the South Carolina Legislature was 


void, of course, but President Jackson had no more authority to 
hang Calhotm than he did to hang the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. 
President Roosevelt has no more authority to amend the 


Constitution or abrogate its pro-visions than he has to usurp the 
prerogatives of the Pope. This fact will be ultimately forced on 
his recognition. 


The American people have great admiration for the Presi- 


dent's character, his sturdy sense of right, his devotion to clean 
and capable government, his strenuous ways, frank impulsiveness 
and his hearty contempt for red tape and indirection, but—and 
here is a distinction to be sharply noted—they are not prepared 
to accept him as a dictator nor approve of a personal government 
which sets itself above and ignores the law. 


The lyncher claims that he is doing an act of justice in sum-

Secretary Shaw was 
the guest of honor at the dinner and

"Speaker Cannon has said," he de-

Local Trade Has Never Been 


Better in History of the 


City. 


Many Oakland merchants and ten- 


ants of business property have ex- 
pressed 
opinions 
that' tlie present 


prices being asked for Oakland realty 
and for leases arc not based on. legit- 
imate conditions. John Aubrey Jones, 
who has 
negotiated 
several largo 


realty deals and who is associated 
with George W. Austin, undertook a 
fen- days ago to combat these opin- 
ions. 


"The abllltj- of merchants and stores 


to pay rent." said Mr. Jones, "Is de- 
termined by the amount of business 
:hey do, and the resultant 
profits. 


This volume ot the business they do 


[R their contribution 
to tne local 


trade. 
The greater the trade, the 


more competition 
among tradesmen 


for advantageous store locations and 
accomodations. Such competition pro- 
duces enhanced 
demand, and rental 


value for all quarters where trading 
may be carried on most advantageous- 
ly. 
According as the Income derived 


from rental property Is increased, its 
legitimate market value is enhanced. 


"Oakland and its environs extend- 


ing to Hayward on the east, now com- 
prise a population of more than 300.- 
000. This Is all tributary to Oakland's 
trade, whereas, prior to San Fran- 
cisco's disaster, most of it was tribu- 
tary to that city. 
Resultantly. the 


volume of business done in Oakland 
Is so greatly increased that those al- 
readj- established are enabled to pay 
much 
higher 
rents than formerly; 


and, so attractive is the field for busi- 
ness, that outsiders are desirous of 
getting established therein. If these 
latter cannot secure quarters now oc- 
cupied by others, by either buying out 
tJielr lease tenure, or by Inducing the 
landlord by an offer of a higher renta! 
to do so, then the alternative Is, go 
into a new quarter and develop a 
trade district, or stay out of the, allur- 
ing field. The latter many will not do; 
the accommodations are not ready to 
they know a good opportunity when 
they see it, and it is only that the 
store accomodations are not ready to 
hand that many more of them do not 
establish themselves at once. 


"The demand for such accommoda- 


tions in sections that have been re- 
gardea as "offside," bring them into 
the business center, and, as rapidly 
as buildings can be constructed to 
accommodate tenants, they will be oc- 
cupied and at rentals 
under 
lease 


that will net a handsome rate of In- 
terest on the cost of land and im- 
provements. 
More than this, Oak- 


land's growth Is not ephemeral or 
sporadic. It is coming to be generally 
recognized that it is 'on this side of 
San Francisco bay that nature In- 
tended the great city to be." 


Mayor Can Be Found by People 


Who Want to do Business 


With Him. 


"There is a better public spirit In 


this city than there has ever before 
been noticed and I have lived here 
nearly all my life," said one ot the 
beet-known citizens to THE TRIB- 
UNE representative today. Continu- 
ing-, the citizen said: 
"The present 


administration has had a great deal 
to do in arousing- and fostering this" 
spirit"" In'the first""place, It Is a horn; 
administration. In former years, near- 
ly all the councilmen and mayors of 
this city made their living In San 
Francisco. They went across the bay 
in the morning and remained there 
until it was time to return home In 
1'he evening. They practically gave 
nothing of their time to the needs of 
this city and. as a consequence, there 
was little doing for the advancement 
of the community. When there was 
a.'meeting to be attended, the attend- 
ance was of ft perfunctory, character. 
There was little /Interest displayed. 
Designing people got hold of .affairs, 
and, generally speaking there was 
a great deal of dissatisfaction all 
around. 


CALLED ON THE MAYOR. 


"I can very well recall an occasion 


when I wanted to see the mayor of 
the city,on a matter of public business. 
I went to his office In the city hall 
and was told that His Honor would 
ccme in In a few minutes. I waited 
half an hour but no mayor made his 
appearance. The clerk then told me 
that he feared that the mayor had 
gone to his office In San Francisco. 


"I was a comparative stranger In 


the city In those days and I asked 
why the Mayor of Oakland had an 
office in San Francisco and was In- 
formed that the official in question 
was a business man and that his 
place of business was in the metropo- 
lis on the other side of the bay. 
I 


then asked when the mayor could be 
seen In this city or whether I would 
lave to ETO across the bay to see him 
n a matter that referred solely ta 
Oakland, and was told that his honor 
might possibly go to his office in the 
city hall that evening before he went 
home, and yet he might not go there 
f he should be late In leaving the 
•Ity on the other side. 


WENT TO MAYOR'S HOUSE. 


"Well, I went to the office In quea- 


:lon on that evening and waited there 
intil 
seven 
o'clock but no mayor 


came. It was a week later before I 
had the desired audience with the 
chief executive of the municipality, 
and then I had to go to his residence 
for the purpose.

After a time the 
father naturally returns, the children 
having learned that he has been ac- 
cused falsely of a. conspiracy against 
the Russian government.

AMERICAN GIRL ABROAD 


IS BESET BY DANGERS 


Dangers which beset a young 


who jgoes to Europe to study art might 
seem to be an odd subject for a. con- 
sular report, which should, according ti 
popular belief, be devoted to Instruc- 
tions on the best method of 
selling 


typewriters or chilled plows. Yet Con- 
sul J. E. Dunning writes to the Depart- 
ment of Labor and Commerce to warn 
American girls against the pitfalls la 
the path of those who go to Milan, the 
center of the world's music, to perfect 
themselves in that art. 
His words no 


doubt have some application 
to stu- 


dents of other arts in other European 
cities. 
In the-course of his report, he 


says: 


"The consul's 
first 
advice 
to the 


American girl considering-a course of 
music instruction abroad is, don't come. 
If she persists in coming in spite of 
that she sho-uld give some serious con- 
sideration to the counsel of those who, 
being on the ground and viewing It 
impartially, can tell her something to 
her advantage." 


First, he says, the girl should be sure 


of her voice and then she should learn 
enough Italian to make herself under- 
stood. 


"The 
student 
should learn before 


sailing the names of Italian famine^ 
who are willing to take American sing- 
ers as 'boarders.' 
It Is very difficult 


to get into an Italian family of the first 
class or even of the middle class—just 
as difficult as It would be for an Ital- 
ian girl to do the same thing In the 
United States. 
Care must be used on 


both sides. 


"There is a local prejudice In Milan 


against singers and students and in the 
mind of the newcomer there is an an- 
swering prejudice and 
often 
genuine 


fear In the ' presence of strange sur- 
roundings and in a country which bad 
report has 
not 
given a particularly 


good name among single women. 


M I L A N A CLEAN CITY. 


"Nothing could be more unjust. Mi- 


lan is the same in these ways as are 
Boston and New 
York. 
Practically 


everything depends upon the girl her- 
self. 
Allowing for the more or less 


embarrassing experiences that Inevita- 
bly fall on the stranger In a strange 
land, her comfort when 
living alone 


and going unattended about this great 
cosmopolitan city will 
depend, as It 


would depend at home, very largely up- 
on herself. 


"If she will mind her own business 


and remember that most of the discon- 
certing attention paid to her is due to 
the overwhelming curiosity of an oth- 
erwise extremely polite and considerate 
people, she will have no trouble on that 
score, and if accidents do happen, her 
American common sense will get her 
out of them. 
'"-here are few cities In 


America so safe and clean and whole- 
some in certain 
important 
ways as 


Milan is. 
% 


"If the student can not flnd an Ital- 


ian family she must flnd a boarding 
house or 'pensione.' 
This is difficult 


if all of her senses and sentiments are 
to he suited at one and the same time. 
Probably she will have to be contented 
with suiting a reasonable 
portion of 


them. 
It Is possible to get a good 


pensione' In Milan for 7 francs a. day, 
which includes everything as to board 
and lodging excepting hot water. The 
smaller hotels are Infinitely preferable 
to any of the 'penslonl' but the price 
is at least as much, and to the unac- 
companied student a hotel Is not an 
agreeable place in Milan any more than 
in American cities. 


"The consul can not advise any sin- 


gle young woman coming here to study 
to try to live on less 
than 5 francs, 


equal to ?1, a day, unless she enters 
a private family where the cost might 
be less if she exchanged lessons in lan- 
guage 
with members

ingly short time the student will be 
taking it with a good appetite. Meats 
(will be found coarse and bad. 
In hot 


weather they are 
dangerous. 
They 


should be avoided absolutely in July 
and August, and treated with reserve 
at other times in favor of the vegeta- 
bles wliich the Milan market furnishes 
In abundance and of rare quality. 


"Theater-going is expensive. 
Boxes 


at La Scala sell at from $50 to $20 for 
an average night and good seats on the 
floor cost S6, $5 and $1 each. 
In the 


smaller opera houses and theaters the 
prices are about as in America. 


"Singing lessons will cost 150 lire a 


month, or $30, If one Is taken every 
day, and half that If three 
times 


week. 
One 
of the best teachers in 


Milan can be had at that price. 
The 


choice of a teacher will depend In part 
on the resources of the student, as the 
teachers differ in prices and terms. In 
any event, the Consul, after 
making 


careful inquiries 
among 
experienced 


students here, Is of the opinion that no 
girl ought to4 come to Milan with lesi 
than $75 per month coming to her reg- 
ularly. 
A hundred dollars would be 


a great deal better. 
I think that with 


less than $100 the girl would not infre- 
quently be embarrassed. 
* 


EXPENSIVE PLACE TO LIVE. 


"Milan is an exceedingly 
expensive 


city. Nearly everything costs as much 
as It does at home, and so many things 
cost more that the average Is not fa- 
vorable to the common 
belief enter- 


tained in America that one can live 
'for almost nothing in Italy.' 
If one 


attempts to live In anything like the 
style accustomed to at home the cost 
will be greater. 
During the long, cold 


Milan winter, when the student must 
dress just as^armly as she would for 
New England weather, 
she will not 


only be In serious discomfort but In 
danger if she does not provide for a 
warmed room, and fuel is more than 
twice as 
expensive 
as in 
America. 


Clothes cost about the same. 


"The greatest care should be exer- 


cised in the choice of a teacher. There 
are only a few good ones out of all the 
large number. Most of them are mere- 
ly lying in wait for the American girl 
with money to spend, and they will 
offer her a long series 
of 
excellent 


reasons for spending It just so long as 
it holds out. 
Caution should be taken 


as to the teacher's method. 
The stu- 


dent's voice may be ruined, and a great 
many voices are ruined every year by 
teachers who think more of some trick 
of method than of the girl taken in 
hand. 
But even when the studenr is 


satisfied that she has come upon one 
of the experienced, conservative, high- 
minded and thoroughly delightful men, 
who it Is a pleasure to say are to be 
found among the Milan teachers, she. 
must know something of his method 
and of his work with other pupils. 


"She will encounter all sorts of un- 


scrupulous efforts to get her Into the 
hands of this teacher or that; and the 
best advice I can give her is to come 
to this part of her problem with ex- 
ceedingly strong suspicions, which she 
will relax only for the very best of 
reasons. 
If it were proper and per- 


missible, I could give ambitious stu- 
dents some very 
sobering 
tales of 


American girls who have come to Eu- 
rope and fallen into 
the 
hands of 


music teachers who have kept them go- 
Ing until their funds were exhausted, 
and then dropped them out into the 
cold world 
with 
neither voice 
nor 


money left. 


AT MERCY OF GRAFTERS. 


"There are good men here, but the 


newcomer must not take anything at 
first sight. 
From the time she makes 


herself known as a seeker after honors 
until the hour before she goes on the 
stage for her debut Id some up-coun- 
try opera house before 
a 
merciless 


crowd of provincial critics she wil! find 
herself the subject of constant demands 
for money. 
Getting a theater means 


that half a dozen men must be hired 
to let the debut proceed, else they will 
ruin everything In one way or another. 


"Little of this report applies to the 


American girl who comes here in the 
company of her father or mftther or'of 
both. 
The situation In that 'case Is 


so different as to require 
no report 


whatever. 
In every case where this 


can be done it ought to be arranged, 
not only for the added comfort and se- 
curity in which the girl wUl be able to 
work, but because In the long run her 
^oice will profit by the more natural 
and wholesome conditions in which she 
wil! be living, and_by the advice she 
will be able to receive at short range. 
The whole attitude of the foreign music
